Disquietening features were the 
increased number of ratepayers who 
did not vote and the high percent- 
age of informal voters, particularly 
in Altona North booths. 


As a result of this election the council will consist 
entirely of councillors representing the Rotepayers Associa- 
tion. The Altona Council, for the first time since its in- 
ception in 1957, hos no accrediated A.L.P. representative, 

Ratepayer candidates led the polling in all booths, 
though their relative majorities in some booths differ 
from those in the 1957 election. 


The total primary votes cast for the Ratepayer Group 
were 59% of all valid votes. This slightly exceeds that 


of the 1957 election when the percentage was 58%.
